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P & Z recommends against zoning change

After three months, Liberty 
Planning and Zoning Com¬ 
mission voted Monday against 
recommending to city council 
that the current residential 
zoning of the former Artise 
and Hope Tarter house on 
Northcutt Street be changed to 
mixed-usage. 

Owners Randall and Tonya 
Meece and David and Rhonda 
Grider filed an application for 
the zone change based on an 
impending sale of the property 
to Chuck and Tammy Meece, 
owners of Goose Creek Can¬ 
dles. 

The Chuck Meeces told 
the commission in two previ¬ 


ous hearings that the house 
would become Goose Creek’s 
corporate headquarters, with 
limited employees and little 
traffic. The Meeces also said 
they wanted to preserve the 
heritage of the house, built in 
1804. 

However, Mike and Erica 
Turner, whose house is at the 
end of Northcutt Street, hired 
an attorney and spearhead¬ 
ed a movement among the 
neighbors opposing the zone 
change, citing increased traf¬ 
fic on the residential street as 
well as the preservation of the 
neighborhood, which is resi¬ 
dential. 

Monday's meeting 

F. Keith Brown, an attor¬ 


ney from Shepherdsville the 
city hired to advise the Com¬ 
mission, opened the meeting 
attended by members Greg 
Hansford, Jeny Zachary, Sher- 
ry Wesley, and Mike Brown. 
Melissa Vaughn and Tay¬ 
lor Rousey didn’t attend the 
meeting. Vaughn is the wife of 
current city councilman Brad 
Vaughn, who’s running for re- 
election in November. 

“The decision before the 
Planning Commission tonight 
is for a recommendation to 
the City Council. This is an 
opportunity for the Planning 
Commission to discuss any 
issues they wish to discuss 
among themselves from the 
application and then there’s 
an opportunity for the com¬ 


mission to make a motion 
recommending in favor of the 
application, or a motion rec¬ 
ommending against the appli¬ 
cation for rezoning or to make 
no recommendation whatso¬ 
ever,” Brown said. 

Attorneys for the Meeces, 
Turners, as well as Brown, 
representing the City, filed 
“findings of fact” with the 
commission, opinions which 
either support, oppose, or 
make no recommendation on 
the zoning change. 

Denied 

The commission wasted 
little time in discussion and 
instead approved a motion de¬ 
nying the recommended zone 


change. 

Wesley and Mike Brown 
were the only two members to 
explain their votes. 

“I think my concern is the 
number of neighbors that 
showed up that were against it. 
That was a big thing for me,” 
Wesley said. 

Brown echoed what Wes¬ 
ley said, even considering if he 
lived on Northcutt Street. 

“I’ve thought a lot about 
it if it was my neighborhood 
would I oppose it or agree with 
them? I would have a problem 
if it was my neighborhood,” 
Brown said, referring also to 
the neighbors who attended 
previous meetings and spoke

Library 
presents 
tax rate to 
fiscal court

The 2013 local tax settlements for 
Casey County are in and it may sur¬ 
prise some residents to know that the 
Casey County Public Library had 30 
percent more income than the county 
government. 

The annual settlement, presented 
during the Aug. 18 Casey County 
Fiscal Court meeting, showed total 
charges for the library at $452,135 
while the county came in with charges 
of $346,997. The charges represent 
income from real estate and tangible 
property. 

The reason for the difference is in 
the tax rates, with fiscal court not hav¬ 
ing asked for a 4 percent increase as 
allowed by law, but which would also 
necessitate a public hearing. 

The library taxing district, for 2014- 
15 tax year, set the compensating rate, 
which doesn’t require a public hear¬ 
ing. 

In contrast, the Casey County Hos¬ 
pital Taxing District received $321,099 
in 2013, while the Health Department 
Taxing District got $222,697 from real 
estate and tangible taxes. 

In other business, magistrates: 

■ Heard Librarian Jan Banks, rep¬ 
resenting the Casey County Public Li¬ 
brary Taxing District, give written no¬ 
tification and verbal presentation of the 
library’s 2014-15 tax rates. The library 
set the compensating rate at 8.7 cents 
per $100 assessed value of real estate 
and 15.5 cents per $ 100 assessed value 
of personal property. 

According to Kentucky law, the 
compensating rate is the rate which 
produces an amount of revenue ap¬ 
proximately equal to that produced in 
the preceding year from real property 
taxes. As long as the amount of reve¬ 
nue produced by the proposed tax rate 
is approximately equal to (or less than) 
the revenue produced in the preceding 
year, the taxing district does not have 
to hold a public hearing.

High winds, hail damage area crops

Len Middleton readjusted the ball cap on his head as he stood in 
a field of tobacco on Caney Fork Road that was destroyed the after¬ 
noon before by driving rain, howling winds, and marble sized hail. 

“Two-and-a half acres of tobacco gone. It’s heartbreaking. It was 
one of the best crops I’ve raised here. I’ve lost a lot of money,” he 
said, looking at the few shredded leaves clinging to the beat-up 
stalks. 

The loss amounts to 3,500 pounds per acre multiplied by $2 a 
pound, or about $ 18,000. 

Crop insurance should cover some of the loss but only about 60 
percent, he estimated. 

That lost crop will also cost his two children, Haley and Austin, 
who worked that patch of tobacco. 

“I told them they could have part of this. They don’t have anything 
now,” he said. 

Middleton also lost about 30 acres of soybeans in fields that in¬ 
cluded one at the comer of Ky. 49 and Carr Sasser Road. 

When the rain and hail began to fall on Aug. 20 at 4:30 p.m., Mid¬ 
dleton said he was in the bam behind his house. 

“I couldn’t even see to leave the bam, it was coming down so 
fast,” he said. 

Also of concern was 170 head of cattle that were grazing around 
his house and in area pastures. 

Because of downed trees, Middleton couldn’t get back to pasture 
land where his cows last were grazing. He later discovered that he 
lost three cows to the storm, more financial loss. 

On Monday, Middleton said that the insurance adjuster told him

annually to provide fund¬ 
ing toward the hiring of 
a qualified Liberty Casey 


County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Director who will 
also serve part-time as an 
assistant EDA director. 
EDA will also have a voice 
in the hiring of the Cham¬ 
ber director.

Where is the love? 


Imagine that your 42-year- 
old son has died after a four 
year battle with a rare disease 
that has destroyed his inter¬ 
nal organs. You are grieving 
at his casket the night of the 
wake when an official of the 
church — the church which 
earlier in this horrid week ap¬ 
proved the ceremony — calls 
you, informing you that they 
can no longer honor your re¬ 
quest to have the funeral in 
the church as planned tomor¬ 
row. 

“Why?” you ask. 

“Because we found out 
your son was married.. .to a 
man.” 

The conversation may 
not have been in those exact 
words, but that’s what hap¬ 
pened to Julie Atwood a few 
weeks ago when the Rev. T. 
W. Jenkins, pastor of New 
Hope Missionary Baptist 
Church in Tampa, Fla., of¬ 
ficially cancelled her son’s 
funeral the night before it was 
to take place the next day. 
Her son, Julion Evans, was 
married to Kendall Capers 
two years ago after 17 years 
together. 

“It was devastating,” Ms. 
Atwood said of the experi¬ 
ence. “I did feel like he (Ju¬ 
lion) was being denied the 
dignity of death.” 

Church officials told Ms. 
Atwood it would be “blas¬ 
phemous” to have the fu¬ 
neral in the church, the 
same church where she was 
baptized and where fam¬ 
ily members still attend. 
Kendall Capers expressed 
to Tampa Bay NBC affiliate 
WFLA that he understood 
the pastor’s position but add¬ 
ed that the abmpt cancella¬ 
tion was “disrespectful” and 
“wrong.” 

“Regardless of our back¬ 
ground, our sexual orienta¬ 
tion, how can you wait that 
long and put someone in 
a bind when they’re going 
through a loss?” said Capers. 

They did have the service 
at the funeral home where the 
wake had been held, but many 
mourners missed the service 
because they went to New 
Hope Church, unaware that 
the venue had been changed 
the night before. 

What to make of this? 

I can understand Pastor 
Jenkins’ dilemma. For what¬ 
ever reason, he apparently 
wasn’t aware that Mr. Evans 
and Mr. Capers were a gay 
couple. When several irate 
church members brought it 
to his attention, he made a de¬ 
cision not to violate his own 
principles. 

“I tiy not to condemn any¬ 
one’s lifestyle, but at the same 
time, I am a man of God and 
have to stand upon my prin¬ 
ciples.” 

And ultimately, Reverend 
Jenkins and his church had 
every right to refuse the fam¬ 
ily’s request for the funeral in 
the church. 

And yet, more than a prin¬ 
ciple is involved here. These 
are real people with real feel¬ 
ings: grieving people, hurting

people, desperate people. 

People needing a word of 
hope. 

But hope is not what they 
received from a people whose 
church is named New Hope. 

Pastor Jenkins said he tries 
not “to condemn anyone’s 
lifestyle.” Yet two persons’ 
lifestyle is the very reason 
he refused to conduct the fu¬ 
neral. 

As a pastor, I’m sure I’ve 
conducted funerals for people 
whose lifestyle I didn’t ap¬ 
prove: people addicted to al¬ 
cohol and dmgs, adulterers, 
gossips, hypocrites. But con¬ 
ducting a funeral is not neces¬ 
sarily an endorsement of the 
deceased’s lifestyle choices. 

Pastor Jenkins and the 
church could have made that 
clear to the family and gone 
ahead with the funeral as 
planned. 

But even then, is it always 
necessary for a church to point 
out to the grievers all the ar¬ 
eas where the deceased’s life¬ 
style was at variance with the 
church’s standards? Does that 
help mourners work through 
their grief? 

And what if not all the 
deceased’s family shares all 
the pastor’s principles? The 
couple in question certainly 
didn’t view their sexual ori¬ 
entation as blasphemous, nor 
did they think it necessary to 
hide it. 

“It’s not like we woke up 
and said, ‘Let’s be gay,’ we 
were bom with and we’ve 
dealt with it for me, 40 years, 
him 42 years, and we make 
the best possible choices,’’said 
Capers to WFLA. Granted, 
their lifestyle was in viola¬ 
tion of this particular church’s 
principles, but is refusing to 
minister to the grieving the 
best way to convince them to 
live by a church’s teaching? 

Perhaps in their minds, the 
pastor and people were ex¬ 
pressing love by their harsh 
actions. Maybe they thought 
such a demonstration of 
“tough love” would prompt 
sinners to repent. If so, New 
Hope would not be the first to 
justify their actions with that 
kind of reasoning. Indeed, 
such rationalization was insti¬ 
tutionalized during a dismal 
era of the church, the Medi¬ 
eval Inquisition, when the 
church resorted to torture in 
order to ferret out heresy. 

No, I don’t believe the fam¬ 
ily of Julion Evans is feeling 
the love, at least not from 
New Hope. 

Love will have to come 
from another kind of Christi¬ 
anity, a Christianity intent on 
loving people uncondition¬ 
ally, even those people who 
do not abide by the church’s 
principles.

I can’t help but believe 
that some of my grand¬ 
mother’s grit and fire runs 
through my own veins 
and I know that if I were 
to waste it, there’s a good 
chance she’d come back in 
spirit just to smack me up¬ 
side the head. 
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Local non-profit aims to raise money for addiction recovery

When a recovering addict 
left California and returned 
to his roots in Casey County, 
he bought a piece of land in 
Kings Mountain. 

As he walked along the 
70 acres, surveying his new 
property, Larry Luttrell knew 
exactly what he was going to 
use it for and today his vision 
has become reality. 

In 2006, Luttrell founded 
The Liberty Ranch, a sober 
living home for men and 
women seeking support and 
a safe place to overcome dmg 
and alcohol addiction. 

The Liberty Ranch facility 
mirrors the same structure and 
12-step program that Luttrell 
and Perry Pettacia created in 
the early 1990’s, while work¬ 
ing together in California at 
New Life House. 

When Luttrell returned 
home to Casey County, he 
brought with him a platform 
that had proven to be success¬ 
ful and after 24 years, that suc¬ 


cess continues. 

It is because of the pro¬ 
gram’s 84 percent success rate 
that Danville’s Liberty House 
Foundation, a non-profit orga¬ 
nization, was created in Janu¬ 
ary to raise money and support 
needed for those seeking reha¬ 
bilitation assistance. 

“The foundation will fund 
people through Liberty Ranch 
or other facilities whose pro¬ 
grams are similar to ours,” 
Luttrell said. “The founda¬ 
tion’s board consists of gradu¬ 
ates and parents of gradu¬ 
ates which will ultimately 
encourage the private sector 
to get involved. Through that 
involvement, more addicts 
will achieve sobriety and stay 
sober.” 

By subsidizing the cost of 
recoveiy, the LHF will be able 
to help addicts from all over 
get into a long-term program. 

“It’s a win-win for every- 
body,” Luttrell said, “For the 
alcoholics and addicts, the 
families involved, the opera¬ 
tors of the recoveiy home, the 
communities in which they 


reside, and ultimately the state 
because it puts people back to 
work and gets them off of the 
welfare system.” 

Luttrell said the LHF sup¬ 
ports facilities structured like 
Liberty Ranch because they 
know from 20 years of experi¬ 
ence that the program works. 

“We can track our long¬ 
term statistics because we stay 
involved with people even af¬ 
ter they leave,” he said. 

Graduates return 

After graduation, Liberty 
Ranch staff know who stays 
clean and who doesn’t and 
more often than not, sober 
graduates return to the facility 
to volunteer their time, spon¬ 
sor people going through the 
program, and pass along what 
they have learned during their 
personal recoveiy. 

Tanith Wilson, Director 
of the Women’s House and 
graduate of Liberty Ranch, 
said that returning to the facil¬ 
ity after graduation not only 
helps addicts currently in the 
program, but also enriches 


their own sobriety. 

“I think one of the most 
important parts about the pro¬ 
gram is that it’s one alcoholic 
helping another alcoholic,” 
Wilson said. “Most addicts 
have tried different programs 
and avenues, psychiatrists and 
counselors, and they’re unable 
to get the help they need from 
someone who doesn’t get it. 
We understand what they’ve 
been through. There is no 
judgment. Who better to teach 
someone how to get sober, 
than someone who has actu¬ 
ally had to get sober?” 

After working at Liberty 
Ranch for seven years, Wilson 
said she’s seen a phenomenal 
success rate, especially com¬ 
pared to other recovery cen¬ 
ters. 

“We know what they have 
to do in order to get sober and 
that’s what we teach them,” 
Wilson said. 

Nick Javas, also a graduate 
of the 12-step program, re¬ 
turned to LR to serve as Direc¬ 
tor of the Men’s House.

to wait a month and see if the 
soybeans would recover. 

Still, even with the finan¬ 
cial loss, Middleton said he’s 
counting his blessings. 

“Our house burned two 
years ago and we’ve just been 
in this house not too long,” 
he said, referring to their new 
home that was untouched by 
the storm. 

George “Oft” Cox, Mid¬ 
dleton’s neighbor just down 
the road, was busy Thursday 
morning clearing a large tree 
limb that had laid over onto 
the roof of his house. 

Cox said he lost 10 acres 
of tobacco, also shredded and 
stripped from the stalks. And 
that too, is a substantial finan¬ 
cial loss, based on last year’s 
harvest on his farm of 2,770 
pounds an acre. 

However, he said that he 
had an additional 20 acres of 
tobacco down the road that 
wasn’t affected by the storm. 

On Griffith Ridge just off 
Ky. 49, home of Woodmm 
Farms, Brent and Bart Wood¬ 
mm also had some damage to 


their crops. 

“The hail shredded it, the 
stalks are still standing with 
the ears on them,” Bart said, 
referring to the loss of about 
15 acres of com grown for 
silage. 

Will Stallard, University of 
Kentucky Ag agent for Casey 
County, surveyed the damage 
the end of last week and said 
he thought the worst of the 
damage was confined to the 
Ky. 49 area. 

“I’ve been in tobacco 
patches and I’m not sure it’ll 
be able to be harvested,” he 
said. 

As for the cattle in this area, 
Stallard said that although 
most cattle producers know 
this, it’s a time for a reminder. 

“From a livestock stand¬ 
point, if you’ve got cherry 
trees that’ve gotten wind¬ 
blown with broken limbs, 
cherry leaves, when they wilt, 
are toxic to livestock, espe¬ 
cially cattle. These leaves and 
limbs need to be cleaned up 
asap to keep those cattle from 
digesting those cherry tree 
leaves,” he said.

Food assistance 
programs can help 


seniors 

Dear Savvy Senior, 

I mn a community coun¬ 
seling program for needy 
families and am frustrated 
that so few eligible seniors 
take advantage of the food 
stamp program. Can you 
write a column on this to 
help educate seniors to this 
underutilized benefit? 

Reaching Out 

Dear Reaching, 

It’s hard to imagine that a 
government program serv¬ 
ing more than 46 million 
Americans each month is 
considered severely un¬ 
derutilized. But that’s the 
reality of the federal Food 
Stamp Program when it 
comes to serving seniors. 

Nationwide, food stamps 
(now called the Supple¬ 
mental Nutrition Assis¬ 
tance Program, or SNAP) 
reaches around 80 percent 
of those eligible, but the 
numbers are much slimmer 
among the seniors, age 60 
and older. Recent statistics 
indicate only 39 percent 
of eligible seniors receive 
SNAP benefits. 

There are a number of 
reasons for the lack of par¬ 
ticipation. Some seniors 
are too embarrassed or 
too proud to apply. Others 
think that if they receive 
SNAP they will be taking 
food benefits away from 
others (which they won ft). 
Some think it is too diffi¬ 
cult to apply for SNAP, and 
others don ft even know the 
program exists. 

With all that said, here 
fs a run down of which se¬ 
niors are eligible for SNAP, 
what they get and how they 
can apply. 

Who's Eligible? 

For seniors to get SNAP, 
their “net income” must 
be under the 100 percent 
federal poverty guidelines. 
So, households that have at 
least one person age 60 and 
older, or disabled, their net 
income must currently be 
less than $958 per month 
for an individual or $1,293 
for a family of two. 

Households receiving 
TANF or SSI (except in 
California) are also eli¬ 
gible. 

Net income is figured 
by taking gross income 
minus allowable deduc¬ 
tions like medical expenses 
that exceed $35 per month 
out-of-pocket, and shel¬ 
ter costs (rent or mortgage 
payments, taxes and utility 
costs) that exceed half of 
the household’s income. 

In addition to the net in¬ 
come requirement, a few 
states also require that a 
senior’s “assets” be below 
$3,250, not counting the 
home, retirement or pen¬ 
sion plans, income from 
SSI or TANF, and vehicle 
(this varies by state). Most 


in need 

states, however, have much 
higher asset limits or they 
don’t count assets at all 
when determining eligibil¬ 
ity. 

The SNAP pre-screening 
tool at www. snap-step 1. 
usda.gov/fns can help se¬ 
niors, and their family 
members, figure out if they 
qualify. 

To apply, seniors or an 
authorized representative 
will need to fill out a state 
application form, which can 
be done at the local SNAP 
office or it can be mailed or 
faxed in, or in many states 
it can be completed online. 

If eligible, benefits will 
be provided on a plastic 
card that fs used like a debit 
card and accepted at most 
grocery stores. 

Depending on the per¬ 
son’s financial situation, 
the amount of SNAP a ben¬ 
eficiary may be eligible for 
will range between $15 and 
$ 189 per month as an indi¬ 
vidual, or $15 to $347 for a 
family of two.

Produce Coupons 

In addition to SNAP, the 
S enior F armers ’ Market 
Nutrition Program is an¬ 
other underused program 
that provides coupons 
that can be exchanged for 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
at farmers’ markets, road¬ 
side stands and community 
supported agriculture pro¬ 
grams. 

This program is currently 
available in select counties 
in 43 states, seven Indian 
reservations, the District 
of Columbia and Puerto 
Rico, to seniors, age 60 and 
older, with gross monthly 
household incomes below 
185 percent of the federal 
poverty line, which is cur¬ 
rently below $1,800 for 
individuals, or $2,426 for 
a family of two. For more 
information visit www. 
fns.usda.gov/sfmnp or call 
703-305-2746. 

Other Programs 

Seniors that are eligible 
for food assistance may 
also be eligible for a host 
of other programs that 
can help pay for medica¬ 
tions, health care, utili¬ 
ties and more.

One firefighter critical, 
other in fair condition 
following freak accident

Firefighter Tony Grider is in critical condi¬ 
tion and Alex Quinn is listed in fair condition 
after they were injured last week while help¬ 
ing Campbellsville University students with 
an ALS cold water challenge. 

Four Campbellsville Fire & Rescue per¬ 
sonnel were injured at 11:42 a.m. on Aug. 21, 
after a ladder from a fire truck approached 
power lines, and the proximity of the ladder 
to the lines allowed what is known as an elec¬ 
tric arc to occur, which caused the firefighters 
to be shocked. 

The incident took place on the Campbells¬ 
ville University campus while the firefight¬ 
ers were helping some CU band students on 
campus with the cold water challenge to ben¬ 
efit the ALS Foundation. 

Campbellsville/Taylor County EMS per¬ 
sonnel responded to the scene. Grider and 
Quinn were airlifted by Air Evac helicopters 
from the CU baseball field for treatment. 
Steve Marrs and Alex Johnson, also Camp¬ 
bellsville Fire & Rescue personnel, were also 
shocked and transported to Taylor Regional 
Hospital by medic unit. They were treated 
and released. 

There were widespread power outages in 
Campbellsville after the incident. 

At a news conference, Campbellsville 
Police Chief Tim Hazlette said Grider, 41, a 
captain with Fire & Rescue, and Quinn, 22, 
a part-time firefighter, were in the “bucket” 
portion of the aerial ladder tmck. After the 
event ended, the firefighters were in the pro¬ 
cess of moving the ladder to its travel posi¬ 
tion. Hazlette said a preliminary investigation 
has revealed that, as the bucket came closer 
to the power line, it crossed the electric en¬ 
ergy threshold, which caused an electric arc 
that shuck Grider and Quinn. 

Capt. Steve Marrs, 37, and Alex Johnson, 
28, then assumed control of the ladder in an 
attempt to lower it to the ground. In the pro¬ 
cess, Marrs and Johnson received electrical 
shocks from current traveling down the lad¬ 
der. Grider and Quinn were taken to TRH for 
treatment and then transferred to University 
of Louisville Medical Center Bum Unit. 

Centre College to McConnell, 
Grimes: Yes or No

Centre College President John A. Roush is 
calling on voters to take to social media to 
force a response from U.S. Sen.

and sometimes mean-spirited advertising 
that increasingly characterized political cam¬ 
paigns these days,” Roush said in his letter. 
Roush said, with less than two weeks to go 
until the debate’s proposed date, the college 
and its partners, AARP and WAVE3 News, 
are still waiting to hear from the candidates.

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
Friday announced the beginning of the 2014

Our hope is to bring about a 
change in attitudes and behaviors concerning 
a growing problem with litter,” Transporta¬ 


tion Secretary Mike Hancock said in the re¬ 
lease.

Parents, teachers and family members are 
asked to encourage children to participate in 
the contest. The entry form with the necessary 
certificate of authenticity can be obtained by

Bills would allow voters to 
decide felons voters' rights

Legislation that would let voters decide to 
make it easier for convicted felons to have 
their voting rights restored has been pre¬ 
filed for consideration in the 2015 legisla¬ 
tive session. 

Several bills with similar structure would 
place a constitutional amendment on the 
ballot letting voters decide if they want to al¬ 
low felons to automatically regain the right 
to vote after the end of their sentence, parole 
and probation, with the exception of some 
offenses. 

Those exceptions include intentional kill¬ 
ing or sexual offenses. 

In 2010, there were about 180,984 con¬ 
victed felons in the state who had served 
their sentences but were without voting 
rights, according to a Legislative Research 
Commission assessment. It is unknown 
how many would be eligible for their vot¬ 
ing rights to be automatically restored if a 
constitutional amendment were to be ap¬ 
proved. 

In 2013,936 felons had their voting rights 
restored out of 1,133 who applied, accord¬ 
ing to Todd Henson, public information of¬ 
ficer for the Kentucky Department of Cor¬ 
rections. 

So far this year, 305 felons have had their 
voting rights restored out of 686 who ap¬ 
plied, he said. 

Upon their release from incarceration, 
felons in Kentucky are given an application 
to have their voting rights restored as part of 
their release packet. They also can get an ap¬ 
plication from a parole officer, online or by 
contacting the Department of Corrections to 
have a copy mailed to them, Henson said. 

Those applications are first submitted to 
the DOC, where they are checked for ac¬ 
curacy, Henson said. They are then sent to 
the commonwealth’s attorney in the county 
either where the person lives or where the 
crime occurred. 

The commonwealth’s attorney has the 
option to make a statement on individual 
applications before they are sent to the gov¬ 
ernor’s office, where an ultimate decision 
is made on whether the application is ap¬ 
proved, he said. 

Sen. Gerald A. Neal, D-Louisville, said 
he has filed legislation in the Senate for a 
number of years allowing for a vote on a 
constitutional amendment restoring voting 
rights for people convicted of felonies and 
has pre-filed a bill again for the 2015 legis¬ 
lative session. 

Similar legislation has been pre-filed by 
House Minority Floor Leader Jeff Hoover, 
R-Jamestown, and Rep. Darryl T. Owens, 
D-Louisville. 

KSP to use Toyotas

Toyota Camrys made in Georgetown 
have been shipped to many points in the 
world.

There are 
25 of them and they go across the state 
for a trial,” Sgt. Michael Webb of Frank- 
fort-based KSP Post 12 explained. 

The 2014 Camrys cost approximately 
$21,700 each and are part of a test pi¬ 
lot project in which the cars are being 
used by detectives, supervisors and oth¬ 
ers. They will not be used for patrols, he 
said. 

Dealerships may compete for a contract 
to sell vehicles to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky for use by KSP, and Webb said 
he is not sure where the cars originated 
sales-wise. 

“We are glad we are able to be using a 
product made in Kentucky,” he said. “It’s 
a cost-saving initiative for the agency. We 
hope it will be fruitful.” 

Rick Hesterberg, manager of external 
affairs for Toyota Manufacturing North 
America, said it’s wonderful KSP is us¬ 
ing Camrys made right here in the Blue- 
grass. 

“It’s great news that our state agencies 
are purchasing these Camrys. By do¬ 
ing so, they not only get a great product 
made by Kentuckians, but they support 
the thousands of Toyota team members, 
associates and suppliers across the com¬ 
monwealth,” Hesterberg said. 

If the vehicles perform as expected — 
with good gas mileage and reliability — 
they could continue be added to the mix 
of vehicles the agency currently has, in¬ 
cluding Ford Crown Victorias, Chevrolet 
Caprices and Dodge Chargers. ,

This helps 
regulate baby’s heart and respiratory rate, blood 
sugar and temperature. It also stimulates breast 
milk-making hormones for mom and encourages the 
baby to begin breastfeeding. 

That was important to Angel. She knew that 
mother's milk provides essential nutrients and 
antibodies to help get her babies off to the healthiest 
start. Her two daughters, three-year-old Mattie and 
six-month-old Kelsey, are living proof of that. 

With 16 nurses who are certified lactation 
counselors (CLC) and two more who have the 
international board certification (IBCLC), there is 
plenty of in-hospital breastfeeding support for new 
moms. And, the counselors are just a phone call away 
if support is needed after going home. 

“The nursing staff was so helpful” she said. They 
helped Angel and her babies experience healthier 
starts - both times.

Wildcat Arcade and Billiards 
is nothing like an old fashioned 
pool hall, with smoke filling 
the air of a dimly lit room. 

In fact, owner Jason Ray- 
bom said that is exactly what 
he doesn’t want his business to 
turn into. 

“I don’t want this to be an 
‘old time pool hall’ with an 
older crowd running the young 
people off,” Raybom said. “I 
want people to actually be able 
to bring their kids in here.” 

After being open for about 
a month, Wildcat Arcade has 
steadily become a popular 
place for people of all ages to 
gather, and a place for many 
kids to celebrate their birthdays 
with friends and games. 

“I want people to be able to 
celebrate all kinds of events 
here, from birthdays to family 
reunions, or any other kind of 
gatherings,” Raybom said. 

Last week, Wildcat Arcade 
was the venue for several 7- 
to 10-year-olds celebrating 
a birthday and the place was 
packed with people having 
fun, he said. 

“Liberty just doesn’t have 
anything to do,” Raybom 
said. “So I just wanted to have 
something fim for people to 
do.

Downstairs, the walls are 
lined with arcade games such 
as darts, racing games, and 
Raybom’s personal favorite, 
comhole.

The pool tables are leveled 
eveiy week, especially before 
the tournaments, he said. 

Raybom admitted he’s not 
the most proficient pool player, 
but he said he enjoys playing 
and providing the community 
with some sort of activity. 

There are many things to 
come in the future for Wild¬ 
cat Arcade and Billiards and 
Raybom isn’t running short on 
ideas for games and ways to 
entertain all ages of the Casey 
County community. 

In about a month, Wild¬ 
cat Arcade will be a col¬ 
orful sight when Cosmic 
Pool is put on the agenda. 
“It looks really cool when 
you’re doing it,” Raybom said. 
“The balls glow neon while 
you’re playing.” 

Other prospective ideas for 
the venue include an open mic 
night, featuring small local 
bands and possibly karaoke.

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Rebs knock on Garrard's door but can't get in, lose 28-0 
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On Casey's best drive of the night, Gary Propes, 33, hauled in a pass from Breece Hayes and went for 23 
yards, down to the Garrard County three yard line.

It wasn’t the start Rebels 
hoped for, but several unfor¬ 
tunate calls and mishaps led 
to a 28-0 loss in the football 
team’s season opener at Gar¬ 
rard County on Friday. 

“We’re a lot better football 
team than we were a year 
ago, but we still don’t know 
how to win,” said Coach 
Sam Marple. “A good team 
is going to make plays; we 
just want to make more plays 
than they do in the end. The 
biggest thing to improve on is 
focus, our body posture and 
our confidence in each other 
isn’t what it needs to be.” 

Casey opened the game 
with a promising drive down 
to Garrard’s 28 before quar¬ 
terback Breece Hayes was 
sacked on third down, lead¬ 
ing to a 4th and 13 punting 
situation. Luke Patterson 
kicked the ball well, pinning 
the Lions down on the Casey 
nine yard line. 

However, Garrard moved 
the ball down the field, picking 
up first downs. An off-sides 
call on Casey put Garrard in 
a first-and-goal situation. The 
Lions converted for the first 
touchdown of the night with 
a minute and a half remaining 
in the first quarter. 

“I have a hard time with 
that call. I think that actually 


put points on the board,” said 
Marple about the penalty. 
“Our guards were lining up 
over top of the football; we 
didn’t jump. I’ve never seen 
that called three plays within 
two series.” 

Casey intercepted on the 
attempted two-point conver¬ 
sion to hold the score at 6-0. 

The Rebels responded with 
a drive down to the 19-yard 
line where Garrard’s defen¬ 
sive pressure forced Casey 
to kick an unsuccessful field 
goal. 

Garrard took less than two 
minutes to drive the length of 
the field to score a touchdown 
and subsequent two-point 
conversion, making the score 
14-0 with 8:21 remaining in 
the half. 

Despite the score differ¬ 
ence, Casey’s momentum 
was still evident in their next 
drive. They picked up three 
first downs, moving the ball 
73 yards in four minutes. 

After an initial series on 
the ground, Hayes passed to 
Micco Randell for a 34 yard 
gain and then to Gary Propes 
for an additional 23 yards to 
put the Rebels on the Garrard 
three-yard line. 

On their third attempt to 
take the ball into the end 
zone, Casey fumbled, which 
was recovered by Garrard. 

“I think Hayes got in the 
first time but it’s a big dog pile 


and you can’t review it,” said 
Marple. “Then he fumbled 
the next play. I think the kids 
are still executing fine, but 
you can’t have those types of 
turnovers, especially on the 
goal line.” 

On Garrard’s last posses¬ 
sion of the half, the Rebels 
forced a tumble, which was 
recovered by Randell on 
Garrard’s 47 with less than a 
minute to play. 

The teams broke for half¬ 
time with the score 14-0. 

Garrard opened the third 
period with another long 
scoring driving, bringing the 
score to 21-0 at 9:01. 

Facing a three touchdown 
deficit, Casey responded by 
again driving the ball down 
to Garrard’s one-yard line, a 
drive that included two fourth 
and three, and third-and-long 
conversions. Unfortunately, 
the Rebels weren’t able to 
punch the ball into the end 
zone against a stout Lion’s 
defense. 

“When we got the ball 
down there that second time 
I thought we kind of shut 
down a little bit after that.
